1. This afternoon I met with James Flug, Chief Counsel of Senator 
Kennedy's Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedures of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, in response to Senator Kennedy's letter 
of 18 August 1972 to the Director (copy attached). Mr. Flug asked Mike 
Epstein, of the Committee staff, who he said had been particularly concerned 
with the matter in question, to join us. In response to the questions enclosed 
with the Senator's letter (co py also attached), I said that
